25X1 15 . On Monday, 25 January attended a luncheon 

meeting of the National Society for Programmed Instruction (NSPI). 

Dr. Gabriel Ofiesh was the speaker. For several years he has been 
saying that NSPI is too limited in its approach -- that the organization 
should be involved in providing materials for individualized instruction 
in the schools; to be used with performance contracting where private 
companies agree to increase a student's knowledge to an agreed upon 
level or the company doesn't get paid; and to be used in schools being 
conducted by parents who don't want to leave their children in the 
public schools. He thinks the organization is too interested in research 
on items of little interest or value. He believes that programmed 
instruction is thought of too often as just another tool which can be 
used by a teacher — he thinks it is the basic model of the learning 
process. The word is not programmed instruction anymore; it is 
educational technology, which he defines as the application of scientific 
knowledge to the solution of problems in education. Dr. Ofiesh feels 
that the Schools of Education are not relevant to what is going on. That 
is one reason for his decision to leave his position as Director, Center 
for Educational Technology, Catholic University, to establish a new 
Department of Educational Technology in the College of Continuing 
Education at American University in the fall of 1971. He hopes that in 
the College of Continuing Education he will be able to carry out more 
of his ideas which do not fit in with the established patterns of academic 
instruction and requirements.
